Voting 
was light, with 31 9 per cent of 
the registered voters staying away 
I from the polls. 
Gen. De Gaulle, wartime leader 
of the Fighting F'rench, had con­ 
tended that the charter was in­ 
adequate 
because 
under 
it 
the 
executive would be too weak. 
But the result of the referen 
dum, far from Tieing regarded as 
a defeat for the general, was taken 
rather as strong testimony to his 
continuing prestige. Almost single 
handedly he nearly defeated the 
c onstitution, despite the fact it was 
l>acke<l hy F’rance's three major 
parties.

9,002.467 votes for the constitution 
to 7.790,676 against it. 
The constitution 
will not take 
effect until early December, when 
parliament 
is 
scheduled

The new constitution, drawn up 
by a conslitutent assembly, gives 
France its first permanent govern­ 
ment structure in six years. By 
its 
provisions, 
the 
president, 
to 
serve .neven years, will be elected 
by parliament in Jidnt session, can 
not be elected to a third term and 
will hold no veto power over par­ 
liament. though he may suggest 
i-hanges in approved legislation. 
The president will nontinate the 
premier, subject to legislative con 
Hrmatlon. In addition to parliament, 
there will be an economic council 
and a council of the federal union, 
administering colonial affairs. 
T’nlvftrsal suffrage w ill obtain in 
election of the national assembly.

The changes were challenged hy 
nine northern states, governors of 
the six New FIngland state« and 
33 railroads. 
Class 
rales 
affect

manufactured articles, The changes 
were 
ordered 
after 
officials 
of 
southern slates and others assert­ 
ed freight rates were higher in the 
South, giving competitive advan­ 
tages to northern manufacturers. 
The challenging states and the 
33 railroads appeaie«! from a deci­ 
sion by a special three-judge fed­ 
eral court in Utica, N. Y.. last 
May. The special court after up­ 
holding the orders stayed their en­ 
forcement pending action on the 
appeals to the Supreme Court. 
The nine states contended that 
the orders were based on condi­ 
tions in 1939 and should be de­ 
clared invalid now because they 
were "not based upon competent 
proof as to conditions in which 
they are to operate” fin the post­ 
war period). 
The high court rejecied a re­ 
quest that it bar Sen. Bilbo (D ) of 
Mlsslaslppi from hia Senate seat 
The request w'as made hy Jam es 
L. P. Rumble of New York City, 
who told the court that Sen Bilbo 
had deprived Mississippi citizens 
of the right to vote because of 
their "color and racial orliln s". 
The application noted that the 
Constitution makes each house of 
Congress the judge of the qualifi­ 
cations of its members. Mr. Rumble 
added that Ihe Constitution ‘ has 
not cl(dhed either of the houses 
with power of being the exclusive 
judges of the election of members” . 
The court merely noted that Mr 
Rumble’s petition was denied and 
gave no reason.

PARIS, Oct. 14— Russian Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
declared today that the results of the Paris peace conference 
are “ unsatisfactory” and charged that it has been dominated 
by the United (States. 
Mr. Molotov remarked that only portions of the draft 
treaties with Italy, Romania, Bulgaria, Hungary and Finland 
pleased Russia and indicated that many of the issues will be 
thrown hack into the foreign ministers’ council, where decisions 
must he unanimous. 
Ile accused the United States, Great Britain and France of 
“ violating their agreements’’ and “ retreating’’ from four- 
power accord in the adoption of “ a number of anti democratic 
measures” in connection with Trieste.

DECISION of l h * Industry rn mn lo 
f U .tye 
Stabilization Board to quit holding the aark 
for such 
political decisions on wages as the 
W hite House made on the rase of maritime 
strikers may hasten the end of minority repre­ 
sentation hoards. 
These public m onstrosities purported to he able 
to break down every case into three points of 
view: m anagem ent, labor union and public. In 
reaching 
derisions, 
consequently, 
m anagem ent 
representatives 
usually 
voted 
one 
way, 
labor 
vt i union representatives the opposite way. and the 
*** public representatives held the balance of power. 
T he net effect was to put the public rep resen ta­ 
tive in the middle and to cancel the m anage­ 
ment union extremists. 
The public, which certainly includes m anage­ 
m ent and union labor, along with everybody else, 
was badly served by this com partm ent method of 
obtaining decisions. There were few Instances of 
such board m em bers voting in a way that cleared 
them of the standing charge of being prejudiced 
against the other fellow's point of view. The

the more 
he must fail hack upon the organ­ 
ised derision of a staff and of 
his responsible advisers. 
Since Mr. T rum an's troubles have 
developed out of his press confer­ 
ences, a is hut natural that ha 
should ba hoping to ru ra h it trou­ 
ble* by reforming his press con­ 
ferences T here is little doubt that 
ha ought to reform them.
